SISTER GODDESSES. 


The Muses were the daughters of Jupiter 
and the Titancss Mnemosyne (Memory.) 
They presided over song, and prompted the 
memory. At the banquets in Olympus, they 
sang to Apollo's lyre, iad. 

These goddesses were nine in number, to 
each of whom assigned the presidence over 
some particular department of literature, art 
or science. 

Their names were, 

Calliope (Fir- voice), who presided, over 
Epic Poetry. She held in her hand a roll of 
parchment, or a trumpet, 

Clio (Illustrious), presided over History. 
She held a roll half open. 

Melpomene (Singing) was the muse of 
Tragedy, She leaned on a club, and held a 
trag ie mask, 

Euterpe (Well-pleasing), tho patroness of 
Music, held two flutes, 

Erato (Loving) presided over love-poetry. 
She played on a nine-stringed lyre. 

Terpsichore (Dance-loving), as muse of the 
Dance, appeared dancing, and holding a 
seyen-stringed lyre. 

Urania (Celestial), the Muse of Astronomy 
held a globe, and traced mathematical figures 
with a wand, : 

Thalia (Gay), the Muse of Comedy, hela 
m one hand a comic mask, in the other a 
crooked staff. 7 
Polymnia, or Polyphmnia, (Song-full) pre-

The Muses are said to haye been born in 
Pierja, at the foot of Mount Olympus. Many 
hills and fountains were sacred to them, 
whence they derived appellations Thus they 
were called Pierides from Pieria, Libethrides 
from L.bethron a fountain in Macedonia, Ag- 
anippides from the fount Aganippe, Castalides 
from that of Castalia. Hippocrene (Horse- 
fount), said to have been produced by the 
hoof of the winged stred Pegasus, was sacred 
to these goddesses; and the mountains Pin- 
dus, Helicon, and Parnassus, were their favor- 
ite haunts. 

The nine daughters of Pierus. we are told, 
once challenged the Muses to sing. The 
nymphs were chosen judges. The chelleng- 
ers sang the war of the Gods and the Giants. 
Caltiope was appointed by her sisters 10 re- 
ply : her theme was the carrying off of Proser- 
pine by Pluto, and the search of Ceres after 
her through the world. The nymplis decided 
in favor of the Muses. The vanquished sing- 
ers yented their rage in abuse, and the god- 
desses turned them into magpies. 

As the Muses were going to their temple 
a man named Pyreneus invited 
them to shelter m his house from an ap- 
proaching tempest. The goddesses accepted 
the proffered hospitality ; and when the storm 
wep over, they were preparing to depart.

These goddesses preside] over the seasons 
of the year and the hours of the day, and 
over law, justice and peace. 

The Charities or Graces were goddesses pre- 
siding over the benquet, the dance, and all 
tociel enjoyments and eh gant arta, They 
were three in number, the doughtevs of Jupi- 
ter and Eurynome (Wide-law) a daughter of 
Oecanus. Their names were, Aglaia (Splen- 
dor), Euphrosyne (Joy), and Thalia (Pleas. 
ure.) They were represented as three sisters 
dancing together. 

The Fates were also three in number: 
Clotho (Spinster,) Lachesis (Allotter,) and 
Atropos (Unchangeable.) They were the 
daughters of Jupiter and Themis, or, as some 
say, Night. Their ofice was to opin and 
allot the destinies of men. 

The Hithyiæ were the daughters of Jupiter 
and Juno, It was their office to aid women 
in the pains of labor, Their number is by 
most writers reduced to one, 

The Keres were the daughters of Niglit: 
they loved battles and slaughter und used to 
glut themselves with the blood of the alain 
and wounded, 

The Erinnyes or Furies were three god- 
desses Who sprung from the blood of Uranus 
when he was mutilated by his don Saturn. 
Their names were Alecto (Unceasing), Me- 
gra (Envious), and Tisiphone (Blood-aveng- 
er). They puniahed by their secret stings 
the crimes of those men who escaped or do- 
fied public justice. The heads of the Furies 
wore wreatued with serpents, and their s hole 
appearance was terrife and apalling. 

One of the names bestowed on these ter- 
riblo goddesses was that of Eamenides (Gras 
cious), under which they were worshipped at 
Athens, This title was placatory, aud inten- 
dod to seothe them, and make them mild to- 
wards the Athenian people.

the aggregate disbursements g 895,796,680 60; 
leaving a balance on the 7th of July, 1863, 
of $5,329,044 21. The duties devolving on 
the nuval branch of the service during the 
year have been discharged with fidelity. More 
than one thousand vessels have been captured 
since the blochade wae instituted. valued at 
over thirteen millions of dollars. The naval 
force of the United States consists at this 
time of 558 vessels, and of these 75 are 
iron-clads, and armored steamers, This nura- 
ber, together with those under contract, are 
believed to exceed those of any other power, 
The financial condition of the Post-office De- 
partment is in a healthful and prosperous 
condition. The postal revenue has nearly 
equaled the entire expenditure, the former 
amounting to $11,314,000 84, and the latter 
to$11,464,417 09, leaving a deficiency of only 
$150,416 25. The year preceeding the re- 
bellion the deficiency amounted to $5,656, 
705 49. We publish in another part of 
our paper the President’s plan for recon- 
struction, embodied in a proclamation accom- 
panying his message. 

DREADFUL BALAMITY,.—The little town of 
Port Angeles, on Puget Sound, at the foot of 
the loftiest spurs of the Cascade mountains 
has been almost entirely swept away by a tor- 
rent of water supposed to come from the 
bursting away of a lake or lakes, of which 
there are many high up in the mountains, 
The Custom House, the residence of Victor 
Smith, and many other buildings were carried 
out to sea, and several lives lost.

murderer is unaccountable, and yet he bad 
not only admitted that he was Wells but 
voluntarily stated it, and boustingly detailed 
the manner of his eseape, how he got rid of 
his shackles, &. One witness testified that 
by previous arrangement he was coneenled as 
a detective in a room when Wills stated to a 
woman who kept the place, that after killing 
the Sheriff and the two other men in Sacra" 
mento county, he went to a widow woman's 
house and she sent for aperson to cut off bis 
jrons, and that he then took a Whitehall 
boat and escaped down the river, detailing all 
the particulars of his escape, what hardships 
he had since undergone, &c. The woman 
then told him she had a job on hand that 
would be in his line, and if he would do the 
work they would go halvers in the enterprise. 
He asked what it was, and remarked that he 
was in for anything. She told him she knew 
a man who carried $1000 about his person, 
and if he—Wills—would rob him she would 
point him out to him. He said that was 
right into his hand, and suited him exactly, 
She remarked, “it may be necessary to kill 
him in order to get the money.” “ Well,” 
said Wills, “1 will rob him alive if I ean, and 
if not, why killing goes.” Several witnesses 
who were in Washoe at the time Wells was 
arrested thought this man resembled Wells 
very much, and one or two were almost posi- 
tive that he was the identical man; others 
thought otherwise, and three had known 
Wells before the Sacramento murder—these 
were pretty confident that he was not the 
man. When the defendant’s witnesses were 
called, it was very ciearly shown that this 
man Wills and Wells were two different and 
distinct persons, and that Wills, whose pa- 
rents still reside on the Molealla, in Clacka- 
mas county, Oregon, has resided in that coun- 
try and in Oregon City since he was a mere 
child, and never was in California during the 
years 1859 and 1860 when the murders were 
committed there by Wells. Wills was mar- 


tied in Oregon City. according to the testimo- 
ny, in 1859, and has stiil living in that coun- 
try a wife and child. If his parents, who are 
said to be respectable people, ever expec- 
their son to be much of an ornament to soci- 
ety, they should take him back to Molealley 
and raise him over again, otherwise. if a law 
should ever be passed for the punishment of 
fools, he will come within its penalties and 
they may lose him.

iderahle interest, 
Had his Excellency Gov. Wallace, apportion- 
ed to Boise county the representation Ín the 
Legislative Halls that she was entitled to, she 
would to-day have four members sitting in the 
Council Chamber and seven on tho floor of

their pound of flesh. The justice dispensed 
n that court will be dearly bought, if by haste

thé United States, it is provided that the Pres- them; and while the mode preaonted is the 


ident shall have power to grant reprieves and 
pardons for offences against the United States, 
except in cases of Impeachment, dnd, where- 
np, rebellion now exists whereby the loyal 
States, and governments of several States, 
have for a long time been subverted, and 
many persons committing and are now guilty 
of treason againat the United States, and, 
whereas, with reference to said rebellion, and 
treason, lawa have been enacted by Congress, 
calling for the forfeiture and confiscation of 
property and liberation of slaves, all upon 
terms and conditions therein stated, and also 
declaring that the President was thereby au- 
thorized at any time thereafter, by proclama- 
tion, to extend to persons who may have par- 
ticipated in the existing rebellion, in any State 
or part thereof, pardon and amnesty, with 
such exceptions and auch terms, and on such 
conditions as he may deem expedient for the 
public welfare ; and whereas, the Congress- 
ional declaration for limited and conditional 
pardon. accords with well establishsd judicial 
‘expositions of the pardoning power, and 
whereas, with reference to said rebellion, the 
President of the United States has issued sev- 
eral proclamations,with provisions in regard to 
the liberation of slaves; and whereas, it js 
now desired by some persons, heretofore en- 
gaged in said rebellion, to resume their alle- 
giance to tho United States, and reinaugurate 
loyal State Governments within and for their 
respective States: 

Therefore, I, ABRAHAM LINCOLN, President 
of the United States, do proclaim declare and 
make known to all persons who have directly 
or by implication participated in the existing 
rebellion, except as heremacter excepted, that 
A-FULL PARDON Is GRANTED TO THEM, and 
each of them, with restoration of all rights, 
if third parties shall have intervened, and 
upon'coadition that such persons shall take 
aul subscribe an oath, and thenceforward 
keep and maintain suil oath inviolate, and 
which oath will be-vegistered for permanent 
preservation, and shall be of the tener and 
effect following, to wits r è 

Fade xolemnly awegr in presence of Al- 
mighty God that will henceforth faithfully 
support, protect and defend the Constitution 
of the United States, and the Union of States 
thereunder, and that I will in like manner 
abide by and faithfully support all the Acts 
of Congress parsed during the existing rebel- 
lion with reference to slaves, so long and so 
far aa not repecied, modified, or held void by 
Congréss or by decision of the Supreme Court, 
and that I will in like manner abide by and 
faithfully support all proclamations of the 
President mado during the existing rebellion 
having reference to tlaves, so long and so far 
as not modified or repealed by decision of 
the Supreme Court; so help me God.” 

The persons excepted from the benefits 
of the foregoing provisions are ali who are, 
or shall have been the civil or diplomatic offi- 
cers or agents of the so-called Confederate 
Government; all who have left judicial sta- 
tións under the United States to aid the se- 
bellion ; all who have or shall have been mil- 
itary officers of the rank of colonel in the 
army, or lieuterant in the navy; all who left 
seats in the United States Congress to afd in 
the robellion; all who resigned their commis- 
sions in the army or in the navy of the United 
States, and afterwards aided tho rebelion, 

, aud all who have engaged in any way in 
treating colored persons, and white persons 
in charge of such, otherwise than lawfully, as 
prisoners of war, and which persons may be 
found in tho Uuited States service as soldiers, 
seamen, or in any ether capacity. 

And I do further proclaim, declare and 
make known, that whenever, in ony of the 
States of Arkansas, Texas, Louisiana, Miesis- 
sippi, Tennessee, Alabama, Georgia, Florida, 
Sotih Carolina, and North Carolina, a num- 
ber of persons, not less than one-tenth of the 
number of votes cast in such States at the 
Presidential election of the year of our Lord 
1860, each having taken the oath aforesaid, 
anil not having since violated it, being a qual- 
ified yotdr by the election laws of the State 
existing immediately before the to- called net 
of secession, and ezeluding all others; there 
shall be estab hed a State Government which 
shall be republican, and in no wine contraven- 
ing zud oath; such shall be recognized as 
the true sovczament of the State; and the 
State shail receive thereunto tho benefits of 
the constiiuicnal provision which declares 
that the United States shall guarantee to eve- 
ry State in the Union a Republican form of

' DISTRICT COURT. 

The following extracts are taken from an 
act passed by the Legislature of this Territo- 
ry and signed by the acting Governor on the 
17th of Des, 1863, The law as published 
in the Golden Age is rather too long for our 
columns this week, and we only copy those 
portions that arc now interesting to tho citi- 
zens of, Boise county.

sec. 3. The district court shall have orig- 
inal jurisdiction in civil cases, wher the 
amonnt in dispute exceeds one hundred dol- 
lors exclusive of interest, and in all felonies, 
128 in all other cases not otherwise provided 
or.

The terms of the gecond judicial 
district court shall commence, annually, at 
the cotinty seat of Boise county, on the ges- 
ond Monday in February, first Monday in 
July, and third Monday in Beptember; and 
whenever a new county shall be organized 
out of any portion of said county of Boise, 
then in such new ecunty, courto chall be held, 
annually at the county seat of said county, 
commencing on the third Monday in October. 

Sre, 9. The first six days of overy term 
of said courts holden at the county seat of 
Nez Perce county, at the county seat of Boise 
county, and at Virginia City, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, shall be appro- 
printed to the trial of causes arising in said 
districts, respeotively, under the Constitution 
und laws of the United States. 

The judge of any district court 
in card Territory may, at his discretion, ap- 
point special ‘sessions, 

Src. 14. The rules of pleading, practice, 
evidence, and of all other proceedings, both 
in civil and criminal cases. in the district 
courts, ehall be the same as those in force in 
the Territory of Washington on the first day 
of Diecmber, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
thiee, till otherwise provided by law.

Tur Hemas Ficcrz.—The proportions 
of the human figure are strictly mathematical, 
The whole figure fa six times the length of 
the foot, Whether the form be slender or 
plump the rule holds good; any deviation 
from it in a departure from the highest beauty 
of proportion.
